Caramel apples may be made as fol- 
lows: Into a skillet put one cupful of 
light brown sugar and one-half cupfal 
of bot water. Let boil for three or 
four minutes, then drop in five nice 
cooking apples which have been peel- 


| ed, cored and halved. Let these stew 


in the sirup until they are tender and 
fluffy, then drain them ont into a 
giass dish. In another saucepan have

melted with one teaspoonful of flour, 
and over this pour one-half cupful of 
cream. When hot add to the boiling 
sirup, stirring briskly for several min- 
uter, then pour over the apples and 
serve either hot or cold.

breakfast dish vary it by breaking it 
raw into the égc cup and cooking in- 


hot water to the desired consistency.

Dandelions, 
The suburban housewife can find 
plenty of, young shoots of dandelions 


, at this season to use on her table if 


she possesses a good sized lawn. For 
salads and pot herbs at this season 
gather the delicate young léaves early 
in the morning. as the hot sun of 
midday seems to toughen them. 

The dandelion is such a bitter little 
herb that a salad made entirely of it 
is not tu be advised. The leaves com. 
bine well with lettuce or onions and 
muy be used with new beets or 
deviled eges, Au excellent French 
cook adds a bit of bacon cut in dice 
to a ealad of bleached dandelion 
leaves. 


Macaroni and Bacon. 

To cook macaroni and bacon take a 
quarter of a pound of macaroni, a 
quarter of a pound of rasbers of ba- 
con, four tomatoes or six if small, 
grated cheese, butter, pepper and salt. 
Boil the macaroni in sulted water till 
tender, then drain and cut into sbort 
lengths. Fill a buttered baking dish 
with layers of macaroni and tomatoes, 
flavoring each layer with pepper, salt 


and grated cheese and putting some | 


small bits of butter between. Cover 
the top with breadcrumbs and bake 
for balf an hour in a moderate oven. 
Serve with nicely fried rashers of ba- 
con on top. 


Coffee Cake. 

To make coffee «eeam cake take one 
and a Malf cups of sugar, two of flour, 
two eggs, two and a half teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder, a 
about three-quarters of a teaspoonful | 
of lemon, a quarter of a cup of butter | 
and a tablespoonful of cocoanut. Melt , 
the butter, break in the eggs without | 


| beating and pour in an eighth of a cup 
of milk and haif a cup of cold coffee. 


Make in three layers. 

For filling use a pint of milk, half a 
cup of four, two eggs (beaten), salt, es- 
sepce and a cup of sugar. Boil ingre | 
| dients in double boiler, 


Tarragon Sauce. 

To make tarragon sauce, which is a 
suitable accompaniment ‘to various 
kinds of fish, vegetables and dressed | 
eges, beat up the yolk of an egg with 
a@ teaspoonful of tarragon vinegur and | 
stir it into half a pint of boiling melt- 
ed butter after taking the saucepan 
from the stove. Continue to stir for a 
few minutes to prevent the sauce from | 
curdiling, then add a large teaspoonful | 
of Goely chopped fresh tarragon and it 
ie ready for use.

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Climb Turtle Nountaiin 
in Record Time 


A party of “greenies” on Friday 
morning last, decided to try their 
skill at mountain climbing, and “after 
taking provisions, donning them- 
selves with heayy spiked shoes and 
with pickets in their hands and 
knives in their pockets, fearing not 
even the boldest squirrel or the most 
ravenous chinchilla, started off on 
their journey towards the blue sky 

The party consisted of two squads 
and in each squad there were three 
men. Rev. W. T. Young, W. J. 
Bartlett and J. S. Murray, the mem- 
bars of the first squad or, squad 


No. 1, left Blairmore at 1080 a.m. 
At 11 am. the second squad, or 
squad No. 2, consisting ot R. M. 


Briseo, W. M. Wetmore and J. D.S 
Barrett, started out to follow squad 
No. Lup the Turtle Mountain, and 
ever keeping in mind the sad fate 
which befel Lot’s wife, we refused to 
look back until we had scaled the 
mountain to the distance of nearly « 


wile. Here the two squads met and 
here many romantic stories were 
told. Our clerical friend, Rey. W. 


T. Young, who runs a gospel mill 
within a short distance of Turtle 
mountain, in the town of Frank, 
related part of his experiente in 
climbing. mount Gabel. J. 'S. 
Murray told of his climb up the 
Goat mountain and narrated several 
thrilling adventures.” W. J. Bartlett] 
interested the party with one of. his 
bear stories. R. M. Brisco delighted 
the climbers by describing an _inei- 
dent which bad a bearing upon the 
fall of Pompeii. W. M. Wetmore 
told of some daring teats which he 
had witnessed in mountain climbing, 


| while the editor of this ‘old rag of 


freedom told of some continents that

After a much needed rest and after 
several ‘pictures were taken of the 
party, the trayellers proceeded on 
their journey towards the peak of | 
the Turtle wountain—the mountain | 
which on April 29, 1903, turtled and | 
destroyed 86 human lives and about 
80 horses. During our ascent and 
when near the top of the mountain | 
we saw directly ahead of us a

our hats move as our bair struggled 
to stand on ends, The entire party 
sighed for the rifles and shot guns 
which were left behind. Our knives 
glistened in the sunlight as the eyes 
of that ferocious looking beast 
sparkled like huge diamonds, The 
past sins of the whole party were 
written on Jong imagiuvary scrolls 
before us, and some one was heard to 
mutter, “Could we but climb where 
Moses stood” etc., while a second per- 
son more solemnly and thoughtfully 
sung a threnody song. As the be- 
wildered party stood there grieving 
over the past and imagining they 
could see death in all its horrors, 
that mystery ' of the mountains 
winked his left eye, wagged his 
tail and disappeared from view, 
What it was nobody seems certain 
but it is believed to bave been a 
young mountain lion. 

At 12.40 o’clock, in less than one 
hour and forty minutes after squad 
No. 1 had left the base of the moun- 
tuin, they reached the summit with 
squad No, 2 very close on the: trail. 
Several good views of The Pass were 
taken after which R. M. Brisco suc- 
ceeded in taking a number of 
pictures of the other members of the 
party without damaging his kodak- 
truly a very remarkable feat. After 
partaking of lunch and examining 
the surface of that abused mountain, 
the party made its decent in no 
slow manner.

When this source is exhausted the 
guns must be fought by means of “re- 
duced guns’ crews,” which simply 
means that as the crew gradually drop 
out each man does twice or thrice his 
own duty, until there are no more men 
left to serve the gun. 

During this eight years our lieuten- 
ant has made several viaits to the gun- 
nery school, where he has refreshed 
his memory and acquainted himself 
with the new-fangled ideas and pa- 
tents which have veen “brought out’’ 
during his absence. In time tne eight 
years come to an end, and the officer 
should be by now a walking gunnery 
manual.
